Two ministers—one a Chicagoan—as can- 
didates for the vacant pulpit of Calvary 
church, Milwaukee's most prominent Pres- 
byterian church, preached sermons to the 
congregation of that church on the same sub- 
ject, so nearly alike, even to the literary 
flights of fancy, that an inquiry on author- 
ship has been started.

would be done in inviting a few other pastors 
of the denomination to occupy the pulpit. So 
those who desired the Rev. Mr. McConnell 


acquiesced, 
Flock Is Unusually Attentive. 

Along came the Rev. Mr. Munneke of 
Mendota. Scarcely had he announced the 
text than some of the older members of the 
congregation straightened out thelr spinal 
columns.

ESCAPE TO PERIL ATHENS, 


Flotilla Roaming About Ready 
to Renew Fight; Others May 
Join Movement Against 
the King. 


ATHENS, Oct, 29.—Salamis, where, al- 
most 2,600 years ago, Themistocies gained @ 
memorable victory over the . ersians—waeg 
again today the scene of a naval battle. 

The correspondent has just returned here 
from Scaramanga, where he witnessed 
twenty minutes of fightiag this afternoon 
between field batteries and big warships on 
the one side and the mutinous band of naval 
officers which quitted the capital on Wednes- 
day, with torpedo boats, on the other, 

The first shots were fired soon after 4 
o’clock, and a sharp exchange of shell fol- 
lowed. Some of the projeciiles struck the 
arsenal buildings, but the cor: espondent saw 
only one shell hit a torpedo boat—the Spher- 
dona, which immediately was enveloped in 
a cloud of smoke, 

Mutineers’ Loss Is Unknown. 


It is officialy announced that only two of 
the men of the loyal fleet were wounded. The 


losses to the mutineers is not known. Bes § — eq 


sides the one of their torpedo boats which 
waz disabled, another took flight in the direc- 
tion of Eleusis, on the Bay of Levsina. A 
third reached the Poros naval! station, where 
it met with a hostile reception and again put 
to sea. 

The loyal fleet is now cruising off Pirmus 
to prevent any attempt at landing or an at 
tack on the town, and also to close the Sala- 
mis straits. . 

Athens remains quiet tonight, but much 
suppressed excitement prevails. An official 
statement hasbeen issued, stating that the 
arsenal, which was in the hands of the reb- 
els, has been recaptured, and that the muti- 
nous torpedo boats are expected to surrender. 

At midnight troops still occupied the shores 
opposite the arsenal and were under orders 
to fire upon. any of the mutineera, who at- 
tempted a landing.

STUDENT BLIND FROM BIRTH 
EXCELS IN MEDICAL SCHOOL. 


J. W. Bolotin, by Telepathy, Able to Ab- 
sorb What His Roommate, Reading 
to Himself, Learns from Books.

Blind from birth, but able through tel- 
epathy, to take the difficult course of medi- 
cine and surgery without study, is the re- 
markable condition of J. W. Bolotin, a stu- 
dent in the Chicago College of Medicine and 
Surgery. 

Bolotin, a young Russian, asserts that 
through a sixth sense, which he cannot ex- 
plain, be can read the minds of his friends 
and classmates and fn that manner acquire 
from them the knowledge they obtained 
through hard study. 

H. Wek, a roommate of the mysterious 
blind student, said yesterday that after com- 
pleting his studies for an evening, Bolotin, 
even though no conversation had passed be- 
tween them, would be familiar with the sub- 
ject which he had been reading. 

“Jake,” as Bolotin is called by his friends, 
does not believe his power is anything super- 
natural or anything beyond what any man 
could do if he would think hard. 

“The whole thing is largely a thing of 
memory and sound reasoning,” he said. 
“With Wolk here I get along nicely. We 
understand each other thoroughly.” 

“Is it true that Wolk reads to himself and 
you understand what he is reading?”

was made commander, in chief, by actwf par- 
liament nine years ago, renders the situation 
more exciting. He was told by his subordi- 
nates that he must leave the country at once 
and take his brother with him.

The diadoque was appointed commander in 
ehief of the army with instructions from the 
pation to reform it, He was to bring a dis- 
tinguished foreign officer to help him. So far 
no foreign officer has come, and, so Col, Zor- 
bas says, the state of the army is far worse 
than it was nine years ago. The Greek army 
has compulsory service and nomjnally 22,000 
men. But as there is no money in the treas- 
ury they are discharged from June 1 to Nov. 
1 every year, and thereby lose any good they 
might get from maneuvers. They have no 
guns, no ammunition, no uniform, and no 
staff. The war office and minister, the 
“ union * says, have been abolished, and the 
diadoque has given all the colonelcies, gener- 
alships, and staff appointments to favorites 
who have had no military training, while

Suffrage Convention in New 
York. Breaks Loose to 
Cheer Timid Speaker. 


Meeting at Carnegie Hall to Win 
Converts Is Just Like Men’s 
Sessions. - 


one big moment at the woman suffrage con- 
vention, which was held tonight in Carnegie 
hall, and that came at the end of the tre- 
mendous burst of applause which followed 
Mrs. Clarence, Mackay's presentation of the 
platform drafted by the committee of which 
she was chairman. 

Mrs. Mackay, in response to nods and beck- 
onings and nudges from the women who sat 
near her, advanced to the front of the stage 
again and faced the audience with a gaze that 
savored more of timidity than of triumph. 
When she clasped her hands nervously and 
said in a voice which shook with emotion: 

** You don’t know what it means to me to 
have you receive what I have said to you in 
this manner. I have never spoken here be- 
fore in my life, and—and-——”’ 3 

The audience waited, evidently not daring 
to applaud again for fear of confusing the 
speaker. Mrs. Mackay caught her breath 
with a little sob and then added hastily: 

“I am almost frightened to death!”’ 


Wins Even the “Antis.”’ 

Even the boxful of prominent “ antis’’ 
who were present joined in the outburst of 
applause which followed this admission, and 
it was fully two minutes before Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt, who was presiding, couid 
bring the meeting to order. 

All the old time orators, who were present 
in full force, told each other between 
speeches all through the evening that Mrs. 
Mackay's maiden speech on a real political 
platform was delivered in a manner that 
could net have been excelled by any one ef 
them, or even by Susan B. Anthony herseif. 

it is true that she had the help of a eym- 
pathetic audience. She received a rousing 
welcome as soon as the delegates caught the 
first glimpse of her shell pink satin frock, 
covered with Chinese embroidery in gold 
and silver thread and fastened at the girdle 
with a huge sapphire and diamond buckle. 
She betrayed.a little nervousness as she con- 
fessed that Mrs. Harold Dudley Greeley and 
Miss Kate Claghorn had really written most 
of the platform. ° 

She gained courage, however, as she went 
on to say that she wanted the last word on 
suffrage to come from New York, ahd that 
oe the platform would be accepted as 
read, 


Movement One of Humanity. 

“The womam ‘suffrage movement is a 
humanitarian movement,” she continued. 
“It is inspired by the desire to help socia! 
and philanthropic reforms through the 
mothers’ participation in the life of the state. 
We believe that woman suffrage is not a fight 
for right, but the natural evolution of justice. 
We endeavor to devote all our energies to- 
wards furthering the growth of our faith, 
and we assume that our opponents are not 
willfully ignorant of what our euffrage sha!! 
meant to our state and to our women. We 
do not believe in preaching against our oppo- 
nents, because we are convinced that if we 
state our cause with all the fervor of a dec- 
laration of faith wé shall achieve our ulti- 
mate end of complete codperation between 
the sexes without violence or antagonism: 
We stand for womanhood, Iivifi¢, suffering 
working abreast of man.” 

She was 4nterrupted here by -a ‘fresh dem- 
onstration of enthusiasm. 

“ Therefore,’’ she concluded as soon as she 
could make herself heard, “ we appeal to al! 
men present to join usin our work, because 
of what their mothers, or their wives, or 
their daughters mean to them. We appeal to 
all women here tonight to join us because 
of their loyalty to their womanhood.” 

“IT hope you are not all suffragists,’’ she 
added wistfully, “ because I want this con- 
vention to make ever so many converts.”’ 


Reads Suffrage Platform. 

Then she .read the platform, which con- 
sisted, technically speaking, of three reso- 
lutions with their respective series of pre- 
liminary ‘“‘ whereases.’’ ‘These were as fol- 
lows: 

That men and women are born equally free 
and independent, equally endowed with intelli- 
gence, and equally entitled to the free exercise 
of their individual rights. 

That the natural relation of the sexes is that 
of co-operation and interdependence. 

That governments which impose taxes and 
laws upon their women citizens without giving 
them the right of consent or dissent, exercise a 
tyranny inconsistent with just government, 

It went on to recite that the full franchise 
has been extended to the women of Australia, 
New Zealand, Finland, and Norway, and in 
all elections except for members of: parlia- 
ment to the women of Great Britain, Den- 
mark, Sweden, and Iceland. 


Many Amendments Demanded. 

Standing on this basis of assumption, the 
convention demargded amendments to state 
and national constitutions permitting women 
to vote; amendments to the city charter re- 
quiring one-third of the board of education to 
be women; compensation for all civil service 
employés, including teachers, by position and 
not by sex, and the amendment to the stn‘e 
civil service law prohibiting the exclusion of 
any citizen from any examination by reason 
of sex. 

After Mrs. Mackay had finished her speech 
Mrs. Frederick Nathan also distinguished 
herself. She was temporary chairman of the 
meeting, and explained that it was really 
just like a men’s. convention, except that no 
regulariy elected candidates had been thrown 
out. ‘ 

Anna Garland Spencer made a_ speech 
which bristled with logic and philosophical 
and economic and sociological terms, and 
Mrs. Blatch made one which @dn't but which 
caught the fancy of the crowd. She started 
off by announcing that she wasn't going to 
talk about what the vote would mean to 
woman, but about how they ought to goto 
work to win it. She advised them to tackle 
the men before election. 

After the suffrage resolutions were unani- 
mously accpted there was a little friction re- 
garc.ng the number of women that should 
be appointed on the boara of education, but 
thc resolution as read by Mrs. Mackay finally 
triumphed.

ST. LOUIS JOINS IN FIGHT 


Will Help Chicago Put. Down 
‘“‘White Slave’ ‘Traffic. — 


UNEARTHED BY C. G. ROE. 


David Garfinkle, One of the Agents, 
Brought to This City. 


St. Louis has joined Chicago in the fight to 
exterminate white slave traffic. according to 
Clifford G. Roe, who returned to the city 
yesterday from St. Louls, where he caused 
the arrest of the men engaged in shipping 
girl from St. Louis to Chicago. 

David Garfinkle of St. Louis, whose saloon 
was headquarters for the traffic and himself 
aragent, was one of the men caught and was 
brought here last night and held at the Des- 
plaines street station. 

“Chief of Police E. P. Creecy was surprised 
to find to what an extent the business had 
grown in his own city,” said Mr. Roe. “ He 
showed great interest in the disclosures con- 
cerning the saloon run by Garfinkle. He faid 
he would start a campaign against the traffic 
in girls at once. 

‘* Chicago is only one of the cities to which 
girls have been shipped from St. Louis. 
There is in operation an underground railway 
between the Missouri city and Memphis and 
several other cities. With the aid of Chief 
Creecy I expect to put a stop to all of the 
various systems of transporting girls from 
that place. 

“ Garfinkle admitted to me that his place 
was the headquarters of the gang of white 
slavers of which Maurice Van Bever and 
Dick Tyler, who are now under arrest, were 
members. I found a small room over the sa- 
loon—a sort of parlor—where the victims 
were brought and introduced to the man who 
was to bring them to Chicago. There was 
nothing about the reom to excite the suspi- 


cion of the girls. 


Makes a Confession. 

“At first Garfinkle insigted that he had 
nothing to do with the business, but after 
We had been ¢ross examined in the chief's 
office he made one acknowledgment after 
‘another. He said he-allowed the members 
of the gang to use the room because of the 
saloon trade he got through them, but that 
hé had nothing to do directly with’ the sale 
of the giris. 

“after awhile he admitted that-he had 
borrowed money from these men, and then 
acknowledged that he handled: the, moneys 
sent from Chicago and ‘ squared up ‘ things. 
He bought the railroad tickets, he said; and 
paid over the money to the men who secured 
the girls. 

‘*Garfinkle is known. to be friendly with 
the ‘ Bottoms’ gang, a notorious organiza- 
tion with a sort of political backing,in St. 
Louis. When he learned that I had a war- 
rant for his arrest he refused to talk any 
more, and asked for a lawyer. 


** His place is located at 1715 Market street, 
and has been used as a headquarters for the 
traffickers in girls for about a year. The 
average age of the girls sent to Chicago is 
19 years. Garfinkle received $20 for each girl 
that he handled.”’

“She also used to take clothing to the 
different police stations, and it was given to 
lodgers and prisoners who needed it. 

‘Many years ago she started a free day: 
nursery on the south side, and she always 
said it"was the first institution pf the kind in 
Chicago. 

‘We were living at. 225 East Ohio street 
in February, 1908, before I went:to the Medi- 
cine Hat couniry. One night after 12 o’clock 
she insisted on scrubbing the floors,’and the 
landlady said we'd have to leave. I-left. 

“That was the ‘mistake of my life.- I 
should have staid in Chicago and taken care 
of Cora.”

EAST NICARAGUAN STATES 
TO DECLARE INDEPENDENCE? 


Estrada Expected to Announce New Re- 
public—America Gives Favor to the 
Atlantic Coast Plans. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29. — The report 
that the revolutionary administration under 
Gen. Estrada contemplates an early procla- 
mation of the independence of the Atlantic 
coast states of Nicaragua as a republic seems 
to have a basisin fact. The state department 
has received an official cispatch from Nica- 
ragua to that effect. 

It is pointed out, however, that In the case 
of the separation of the Atlantic coast states 
from the rest of Nicaragua, certain prelim- 
inaries would have to be disposed of, as a con- 
dition precedent to the recognition of the 
new, republic by the United States. One of 
these conditions, in addition to the establish- 
ment of a responsible government, is the lo- 
cation of a definite boundary line between the 
two. republics. 

No natural boundary, such as a well de- 
fined watershed, or river, separates the east- 
ern sta &s of Nicaragua from the western, ex- 
cept for a long distdnce. While this situa- 
tion would have no effect upon the ultimate 
recognition of the new republic by the United 
States beyond reasonable doubt, it would de- 
lay such recognition for a considerable time. 

The state department officials are not wil)- 
ing to make any comment on the reported 
purpose of the HDetrada administration, but 
it is in sympathy with the revolutionary 
movement.

She has acquired undér a lease running for 
a term of ‘one hundred and ten years and 
six months the premises now occupied by 
Hillmans at 106-108-110 State street, fronting 
64 feet with a depth of 85 feet, and the prem- 
ises 56-66 Washington. Immediately to the 
west and in the rear of the Reliance building, 
at the southwest corner of State and Wash- 
ington streets, This property has a front- 
age of 120 feet on Washington street ana ex- 
tends south about 183 feet through to the east 
end west alley and connects with the State 
street holding. Hiliman’s lease on this prop- 
erty, which belongs to the L. Z. Leiter estate, 
does not expire until 1921.

“ Hughes said that he wished he could get 
some money,” the detective declared, “ and 
that if he could get a letter to Sarah A. 
Bowen he knew he could get $100 from her, 
as she was the brains of the whole business.”’ 

“ Who is Sarah A. Bowen?” asked Assist- 


ant State’s Attorney Sullivan. 
‘“ She is the wife of Arthur A. Bowen, who 
fled after he was indicted, and the two are 


etill being sought by the police.”’

New York, Oct. 29.—With United States 
Attorney General Wickersham bitterly at- 
tacking William J. Gaynor and W. R. Hearst 
in behalf of Otto T. Bannard and the Repubil- 
can-Fusion ticket, the mayoralty campaign 
assumed a national aspect tonight. 

W. R. Hearst spoke three times on the 
east side; William J. Gaynor spoke in Brook- 
iyn and then came to Manhattan, while Otto 
‘r. Bannard, beginning in the theater district, 
swept downtown, then up into Harlem. 

Mr. Hearst spoke of ballot box stuffing, 
a subject whieh he felt especially com- 
petent to touch upon, he said, in view of 
his experiences in 1906, when he was defeated 
for mayor, Fraudulent votes defeated him 
then, he has maintained ever since, and he 
said that he is prepared to meet repeating at 
*he coming election. 

‘ Forty-six tiger cubs have been sent to 
Sing Sing,” he said, “ and we expect to send 
a regular Hudson-Fulton parade to thesame 
place during the coming month. 

‘But we are going to kill the tiger this 
year—kil! him and skin him and nail his hide 
to the wigwam.” 

Mr. Bannard, abandon!ng the financia) af- 
fairs of the city for a night, epoke principally 
of the police and personal Wherty, a subject 
which has been used principaily by ex-Judge 
Gaynor. The police department, he said, 
should be removed entirely from politics and 
the enforcement of the law should be reason- 
able, but not spasmodic. 


Wickersham Tells His Story.

SPEAKS JO FLOUR DEALERS. 


Dr. A. L. Winton, Government Chemist, 
Points Out Futility of Attempting 
Deception and Gives Some “Don’ts.”’ 


Dr. A. L. Winton, chief inspector and chem- 
ist in charge of the local government lab- 
Oratory, surprised the flour men of Chicago 
last night by explaihing in detail the various 
tests to which the government subjected 
their goods to detect bleaching and adultera- 
tion. 

He spoke before the Flour Men's Club of 
Chicago, at the Great Northern hotel, and 
by a number of chemicals and stereopticon 
views convinced the dealers that if was well 
nigh impos#ible to practice deception under 
the regulations of the new pure food law. 
He gave the flour men this advice: 

Don’t emphasize too freely that a product is 4 
brain food; too many of*us have swolen heads 
already. 

Don’t insist on your products being nerve foods; 
most Americans have nerve enough. 

Don't insist too much that they enrich the blood; 
all cereale do this, and, I hope, enrich the manu- 
facturer. 

Don’t’ advertise superior muscle properties: all 
breakfast cereals make muscle, and perhaps‘more 
than we need in these days of trolley cars and 
elevators. 

Don't, above all, compare your product with 
bread to the dieparagement of the latter, because 
cereals may come and cereals may go, but bread 
goes down forever.

Plainfield, N. J., Oct. 20.—Dr. Woodrow 
Wilson, president of Princeton university, 
addressed the Plainfield Diemecratic club to- 
night en “The Democratic Opvportrnity.” 
He found his inspiraticn in the siquation pre- 
sented by the parsage of the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff bill in the face of considerable opposi- 
tion within the majerity party, and the wide- 
ly varying opinion of what attitude the fed- 
eral government ought to assume with re- 
gard to powerful business combinations. 

“The Democratic party is now facing an 
unusual! opportunity and a great duty,’ Dr. 
Wilson said. ** The party in power has be- 
c@me entangled with all sorts of interests, 
_ reat and small; has lost its freedom. of 
choice in a hundred ways, and may be said 
by reason of its pecullar policies to have al- 
lied itself with something lees than the na- 
tion as a whole. The Democratic party, on 
the other hand, ig free from entanglements 
and is at liberty to choose policies. 


Old Formulas Are Threadbare. 
‘But it-should do this without allowing fi- 
self to be embarrassed by old formulas. Most 
of the old formulas of our politics are worn 
(hreadbare and have lost their significance. 


gard to strict construction and the old ideal 
of ‘as little government as possible.’ I am 
jealous of the separate powers and author- 
ity of the individual states. But it is no 
longer possible with the modern combina- 
tions of industry and transportation to dis- 
criminate the interests of the several states. 
‘‘The Democratic principle is that govern- 
ment should study not only regulation but 
individual liberty and individual responsi- 
bility and that no regulation incompatible 
with the freedom and developmnet of the in- 
dividual is tolerable.

Plans Control of Trusts. 

“Apply our prineiple to the trust question, 
and observe what it will yleld. We are at 
present trying the hazardous experiment of 
regulating frusts in one or other of two 
ways. In the first place, we are attempting 
to restrain ‘them from forms of organizga- 
tion and courses of action which are against 
the general interest by the compulsion of 
fines and penalties. These fines and pen- 
alties generally fall not upon the individ- 
uals responsible but upon the stockholders 
who, under our present extraordinary ad- 
ministration of the law. are without any 
real power to control the business they nom- 
inally own. 

“ The. other means by which we seek can- 
trol is the government of publie service cor- 
porations,. as we have come to call them, 
through commissions. We have. carried 
this method so far that we have virtually 
gone the length of directing their manage- 
ment, which carries us much beyond the 
point of mere control. The opportunities 
this offers for political influence and indi- 
vidual tyranny can easily be perceived.”

NEW STREET BOSS | HOLLAND GOES OM WARPATH 


MUST BE CAPABLE 


Business Men and Civie Socie- 
ties Approve “Tribune’s” 
Editorial Suggestion. 


MANY WANT A CHICAGOAN 


Others Think Best Person Should 
Be Chosen Regardless of 
His Residence.

Business men of Chicago and civic organ- 
izations unite in the demand for a big man 
for superintendent of streets. They agree 
that the position is one of the most impor- 
tant in the city, and that the best available 
man, whether in or out of Chicago, should 
be selected. Whether a nonresident could 


be employed .is a question which the civil: 


service commission will consider. 

Officers of civic sociéties and clubs in- 
dorsed the stand taken by THE TRIBUNE in 
its editorial column’ yesterday in its plea 
for a good man to succeed the late Michael 
J. Doherty. . 

“ The superintendent of streets holds one of 
the most important offices in the city ad- 
ministration,”’ said Waiter L. Fisher, presi- 
dent of the City club. ‘“‘ We want in the place 


& man with broad and comprehensive ideals. } 


‘We should go after him wherever we can 
find him. He should be a man able to meet 
the. responsibilities of the place.”’ 


"' Lheartily indorse-the sentiment expressed | 


in THE TRIBUNE,” said-C. A. McDonald, vice 
president of the Chicago Automobile club. 
‘* We need a man who is able to take a stand 
and use all his best efforts to prevent streets 
being torn up so frequently for repairs of 
various kinds.’’ 


. Strong and Capable Mar! Needed. 
The office of superintendent of streets is 
a big place,” said Jacob Keener. vice presi- 
dent of the citizens’ street cleaning bureau. 

We need a man who is big enough to under- 
stand the duties and responsibilities of the 
position. I heartily indorse what THE TRIB- 
UNE has said on the question.”’ 

“I hope the mayor wil] make as good. an 
appointment in his selection of a superin- 
tendent-of streets as the rest of his appoint- 
ments have been,”’ said Edward M. Skinner. 
president of the Chicago Association of Com- 
merece. “A strong and capable man is needed 
insthe place. I do not think it will be neces- 
sary to g0 outside of Chicago to find the 
man. 

“ No man in Chicago is too big for the po- 
sition,”’ said Joseph Fienberg, secretary of 
the South Side Business Men’s association. 
“ The people of the south side are vitally in- 
terested in the selection of a man who is able 
to keep the streets clean and passable.” 

““T am afraid the salary is not large enough 
to obtain the kind of man that is proposed,”’ 
said George Packard, president of the Mich- 
igan Avenue Improvement association, “I 
look upon the office as subordinate to the 
commissioner of public works. The respons!- 
bility rests with that department.” 


Insist on Chicagoan for Place. 

City officials oppose a waiver of the local 
residence requirement for applicants. They 
claim that a knowledge of local conditions 
is essential to efficiency, and that waiving 
local residence would invite Mtigation and 
consequent confusion. They say there are 
plenty of good men in Chicago who could 
fill the position. and that a local man’s ad- 
ministrative ability may be judged better 
than that of a non-resident. 

Mayor Busse held a consultation with 
President Elton Lower of the civil service 
commission and John Hanberg, commis- 
sioner of public. works. The mayor, how- 
ever, made no definite statement of his po- 
sition on this question. The chief question 
with which they occupied themselves was 
whether the test'would be made promotional 
or by original entrance. That point was 
agreed upon. without debate, and the posi- 
tiog of the administration upon other ques- 
tions in connection with the examina‘ion was 
discussed fully by President Lower. 


Law Will Be Investigated. 

“The commission will decide Monday 
whether or not the test will be open to non- 
residents,”’ said President Lower. ‘* At that 
time I will lay before the board all of the 
arguments that have bee. brought to my 
attention in favor of waiving local residence, 
together with the law on the subject. 

“It has been the policy of this commission 
to place the broadest construction on the 
civil service law and its rules. In this in- 
stance, however, it must determine whether’ 
or not waiver of local residence might not 
operate, after examination, to tié up an 
eligible list and hamper indefinitely one of 
the most important departments: of the city 
government. 

‘Personally, I feel the requirements of 
the position are chiefly executive and ad- 
ministrative. They are not necessarily 
technical or scientific. In the examination, 
whatever the restrictions upon applications, 
the chief weight will be placed upon admin- 
istrative ability. 

‘‘ Counsel for the commission,- Howard O. 
Sprogie, and Corporation Counsel Brundage 
are of the opinion that a waiver of local resi- 
dence invites Mtigation. In the end they be- 
lieve it probable that the civil service com- 
mission would be sustained. A number of 
other authorities on civil service law have 
advised me to the same effect. 

“What is needed right now more than 
any other thing te a vigorous, forceful, ac- 
tive executive at the head of this branch of 
the public service.”’ 


Hanberg Prefers Local Man. 


“IT consider a knowledge of local condi- 


tions and affairs as much an essential quali- 
fication for this position as administrative 
ability and practical experience,’’ said Com- 
missioner Hanberg. ‘‘ There are scores of 
men in Chicago who could fill the post with 
efficiency, and there is no fear that politics 
will play even the slightest part in the selec- 
tion. With a local man the civil service com- 
mission will have the advantage of under- 
standing his record and knowing his reputa- 
tion in a way that will aid their selection.” 


Jury Commissioner Wants “Fix- 
ing’ Charge Quashed. 


STRIKES AT HIS ACCUSERS. 


Calls Wayman Document “False, Sean- 
daious and Malicious.” 


Representing John J. Holland, the jury 
commissioner under indictment on a con- 
spiracy charge, Attorney Charles E. Erbsiein 
yesterday filed a petition in Judge Tuthill's 
court asking that the recent caustic report 
of the October grand jury be expunged from 
the records and his client be given an imme- 
diate trial. 

In the petition the attorney refers to the 
grand jury’s report criticising the Jury com- 
missioners’ office as a “ certain false, scan- 
dalous, and malicious document in which the 
grand jurors unlawfully charged John J. 
Holland and others were guilty of unlawful

acts.” 


Strikes at Grand Jury. ' 

The petition further declares “ the grand 
jury should not be permitted to. establish 
its own standards of right and wropg, nor 
to subject a citizen to the odium of a ju- 
dicial condemnation without giving him the 
slightest opportunity to be heard that this 
is a perversion of the essential spirit of 
the grand jury, which hag for its object the 
protection of citizens against unwarranted 
accusations.” 

The motion for an immediate trial and the 
petition relating to the grand jury's report 
were placed on file by Judge Tuthill, and 
arguments will be heard Noy. 8 The peti- 
tion is in the form of affidavits signed by 
Holland. 

State’s Attorney Wayman was not present 
when the petition- was filed, but he was 
notified on Thursday th@t such action would 
be taker. 


Wayman in No Hurry. 


“Holland will be given a trial just as 
soon as it is possible for us to reach his 
case,” said Mr. Wayman. “ However, wédo 
not intend to divulge our evidence against 
him before the case comes to trial, The 
grand jury is a lawful body, and has a right 
to criticise any department of the counry 
government. There is no reason for quash- 
ing its report, and I am sure the court will 
look at the matter in that light.”’ 

The hearing of the jury commissioners be- 
fore Judges Barnes, Honoré, and Rinaker 
will be resumed on Monday at 9:20 o'clock. 
Commi sisoner Amberg will again take the 
stand to testify regarding the system of 
drawing jurors.

About $899.66, according to Assistant Coun- 
ty Attorney William J. Struckmann, is com- 
ing to Attorney Frank J. Loerch for his 
services as special state's attorney in in- 
vestigating the primary election frauds of 
August, 1908. 

The Appellate court decided yesterday that 
Mr. Loesch is entitled to compensation, but 
did not state how much. Mr. Loesch saye 
he does not Rnow just what amount he 
should receive, but it is said he is counting 
on about $9,000. 

‘“*Mr. Loesch served as special state's at 
torney during October, November, and De. 
cember of 1908,"" said Mr. Struckmann. “ He 
is entitled to receive what he would have re- 
ceived if he had been state's attorney. The 
first two months of his service was. under 
the fee sysiem,, He, ig.emtizjied to the fees 
earned on convictions. There were no con- 
victions, so there were no fees. 

‘‘In addition.to this, be; should ~receive 
two months’ worth of the $400 a year paid 
by the state to the state’s attorney. That 
would be about $66.06. For the last month 
of his service he should receive one-twelfth 
of the $9,600—salary: now paid: by the county 
to the state’s attorney, plus one-twelfth of 
the $400 a year still allowed by the state. 
All told, $890.66." 

Mr. Loesch spent about $1,500 of his own 
money in the investigation. He stands to 
lose part of this if the county board agrees 
with Mr. Struckmann.

Judge Barnes Will Announce 
Decision in Demand 
for New Trial. 


ECHO OF JURY “FIXING” 


Inspector Hopes to Avoid Prison 
by Proving Irregularities in 
Choosing Talesmen. 


Inspector Edward McCann, the police offi- 
cial convicted of extorting bribes from west 
side resort keepers, will know this afterfioon 
whether he is to be sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary or given a new trial and a chance for 
freedom. 

The attorneys for the accused man began 
their arguments before Judge Barnes in the 
Criminal court yesterday. These will be 
concluded today and Judge Barnes will give 
his decision before court adjourns. 

It generally is conceded the police official 
mete be disappointed in his hope for a new 
trial. 

In his opening argument Attorney James 
Hamilton Lewis gave thirty-five reasons why 
his client shoyld be granted a new hearing. 
Principal among these is the charge that the 
grand jury that indicted McCann and the 
petit jury that convicted him were illegal 
bodies. 


Echo of “Jury Fixing.” 


Regarding this point. State’s Attorney 
Wayman’s own cate against the jury com- 
misstoner's office will be cited to show that 
no jury list ever was kept as required by law. 

That part of the motion referring to the Ir- 
regularity of the grand jury which returned 
the indictments against Inspector McCann 
July 23 ts as follows: , 

“The Baid alleged grand jury was not le- 
gaily or properly constituted as a grand 
jury, the names of sald grand jury having 
been selected by the jury commissioners from 
the Chicago city directory instead of from 
the list of.county electors. 

‘Thetime eald grand jurors were so. selected 
and chosen without the ktowledge of said de- 
fendant until after the verdict had been ren- 
dered in court, when the divulgence of the 
fact as to the manner in which the names of 
saicigrand jurors had been selectéd was made 
known by the state’s attorney's investiga- 
tion, and the result of said investigation was 
disclosa by the indictment. of a certain jury 
commissioner, by @he public statements of 
the state's attorney and other officials of 
Cook county.” 


McCann Not an Officer. 


It also will be argued today that Inspector 
McCann was not an “ officer ’’ as charged 
in the indictment, but was, in fact, a servant 
doing the bidding of the chief of police, who 
appointed him.

Junket Through West Will 
Include Coliseum Irriga- 
tion Exposition. 


SCHEME GETS BIG PRAISE. 


Director Newell of Reclamation 
Service Declares It Will Be 
“Wonderful.” 


The senate committee on irrigation, now 
on its way west to investigate the govern- 
ment’s reclamation projects, will be guests of 
THE TRIBUNE'S liand and irrigation expo- 
sition, which will open in the Coliseum 
Nov. 20. 

F. H. Newell of Washington, director of the 
reclamation service, announced yesterday 
that the senators and experts will draw their 
inquiry to a close by attending THE TRIB- 
UNE's big show. 

“ That is going to be a wonderful exposi- 
tion without a doubt,’ said Mr. Newell. “I 
am looking forward to it with considerable 
anticipation. The senate committee, of which 
Senator Thomas H. Carter of Montana is 
chairman, will have completed the tour and 
will arrive in Chicago just about in time for 
the opening. The members of the committee 
will spend considerable time at the exposi- 
tion—the first of its kind ever held. It will 
be right in line with the investigations. 


Praises “The Tribune’s’’ Show. 


“I think the promotion of this scheme to 
exhibit the great accomplishments of trriga- 
tion and land reclamation by the government 
is a most praiseworthy one. The Coliseum is 
a@ great big place and the extensive display 
that plans for the show indicate will be made 
is going to be of great educational value.” 

Mr Newell stopped in Chicago yesterday 
to consult with E. T. Perkins, head of the 
local offices of the reclamation service, rela- 
tive to the making of additiéns to the Chi- 
cago offices. As rapidly as possible the work 
of Mr. Perkins and his assistants is being or- 
ganized on a larger scale and arrangements 
are being made for more eaice space and a 
bigger force. 

While in Chicago Mr. Newel! and Mr. Per- 
kins conferred with J. C. Waite, settlement 
agent for the servica in regard to a per- 
manent irrigation exhibit to be established 
by the government in the federal building 
within two weeks. The quarters of Master 
in Chancery James 8S. Hopkinse—room s02— 
will be used for the show. 


Will Display Soil Products. 


Mr. Waite plans to display grain, fruit, and 
farm products raised on the western irrigated 
lands, together with a massive collection of 
photographs and literature showing methods 
and accomplishments. 

“ This is to be the first permanent govern- 
ment exhibition of the reclamation work and 
success of irrigation ever established,” said 
Mr. Waite yesterday. 

“I intend to conduct it much as land com- 
panies do. A special effort will be made to 
supply information to the Chicago people. 
The exhibition will be free and open to every- 
body, and information on any subject bear- 
ing upon reclamation and projects will be 
supplied. Every effort is to be made to make 
it interesting and instructive. The purpose 
is to interest people in settlement of the lands 
that are rapidly being made of great agri- 
cultural value by the government’s work.”’ 

Mr. Newell left last night for Denver, where 
he will meet the senate committee and act as 
guide over the projects to be inspected.

CRANE’S FRIENDS ARE LOYAL 


Propose Dinner in Honor of Man 
Taft Chose for China Post. 


ACTION OF KNOX RESENTED. 


Sudden Recall of Envoy Is Term:d Un- 
deserved Humiliation.

Charlies R. Crane, who lost the job of min- 
ister to China on the eve of sailing to fill 
the post. is due to be cheered in New York 
today by a letter from his friends in Chi- 
cago, who want to greet him at a public 
dinner, here for the purpose of indicating 
that they disapprove of the action of the 
department of state. 

The letter, which makes prominent the fact 
that Mr. Crane received his appointment 
from President Taft, was the outcome of 
& recent meeting at the Midday club, where 
David R. Forgan was chairman. It fol- 
lows: 

“ Dear Sir: On behalf of a large number of 
your fellow citizens, we invite you to be our 
guest at a public dinner to be given in your 
honor on such a day as will suit your con- 
venience. 

“We desire in this public manner to ex- 
press our appreciation of your character and 
disinterested public services. We regard as 
not the least of these services your vigorous 
advocacy of the protection and extension of 
American commercial and political interests 
in the orient, in full accord with the well 
known views of Presiaent Taft, and with 
ot epoch making speech at Shanghai in 


Choice by President Approved. 

“ When the president appointed you minis- 
ter to China—an honor unsought and unex- 
pected by yourself—you accepted the posi- 
tion at personal sacrifice, and your many 
friends cordially approvéd the president's 
choice. Your intimate knowledge of China 
and iis people, the wide scope of your ex- 
perience in business matters throughout the 
world, and your extensive personal friend- 
ship with many who hold responsible posi- 
‘ions in foreign affairs, contributed to your 
fitness for the position. 

“Your unusual discretion. prudence, wis- 
dom, and modesty had been demonstrated to 
us by an acquaintance extending over twen- 
ty-five years of an active business and social 
life. So far no conduct of your own has 
dim®ished our confidence in your fitness. 

“We believe that the published circum- 
stances, trivial in themselves, were unfairly 
made use of in an attempt to humiliate you 
without adequate cause; and we wish, by 
this means, to protest publicly against such 
methods, which cannot fail to have a ten- 
dency to discourage prominent private citi- 
zens from accepting public office.”’

CORPORATIONS MAY DODGE 
NEW FEDERAL INCOME TAX. 


Action of Bernard A. Eckhart in Dis- 
solving Stock Company Said to Be 
First of Similar Procedures. 


What was said to be the beginning of a 
rush of corporations to escape the burdens 
and dangers of the new federal income tax 
law was made yesterday by-Bernard A. Eck- 
hart, mill owner and politician. With the 
aid and advice of his counsel, Attorney Henry 
N. Klein, Mr. Eckhart dissolved the corpora 
tion known as the Eckhart & Swan Milling 
company and began business on the partner- 
ship plan. 

In taking this action Mr. Eckhart hopes to 
escape a triple tax, the necessity of making 
annual reports to the state and the federai 
government, and the danger of federal in- 
spection of his affairs. On the other hand, 
he assumes a greater responsibility for debts 
than when his business was a corporation. 

As he ownéd all the stock of the concern, he 
figured that it was better for him to go into 
partnership with himself, with all the added 
NaBility, than to risk the operation of the 
corporation laws. 

In the case of corporations whose stock is 
owned by many persons and is on the mar- 
ket, dissolution and a change to co-partngr- 
ship would not be practicable

CITY RENEWS WAR 
ON SCALPING EVIL 


Council May Impose Prohib- 
itive License on Ticket 
Brokers, 


COLLUSION IS 


Theater Manager Says Hotels 
Handle Pasteboards on Per- 
centage Basis. 


Verging from a discussion of an increase in 
the license fees for first class theaters, the 
council committee on license yesterday 
agreed to renew the city’s warfare against 
scalpers. 

The method of procedure this time wil! be 
by the passage of an ordinance establishing 
a license fee for scalpers that in most in- 
stances will prove, prohibitive. 

This attitude was brought about by a state- 
ment from George A. Kingsbury of the Chi- 
cago opera house that some theaters ac- 
cepted a percentage on tickets sold in ho- 
tels for the accommodation of.the guests. 
The difficulty of proving this codperation be- 
tween managers and scalpers was what de- 
feated prosecutions under the old law, and 
Ald. P. J. Nolan declared that convictions 
might be secured on the strength of Kings- 
bury’s admission. 


Asks About Scalping. 
The committee was aiscussing the Increase 


‘of first class licenses to $1,000 when. Ald. 


Nolan raised the question of scalp ng. 

“What relations does your theater have 
with scalpers?” he asked Sam Lederer of the 
Olympic. 

*“ None,” was the answer. 
recognize them.” 

“I Know we have nothing to do with 
scalpers,’’ said Sol Litt, a representative of 
McVicker's. ‘I would be glad to find out 
if any are trying to use our theater.” 

George Woods of the Colonial declared the 
prevention of scalpfhg impossible. 

“ A person may have a good show window 
and get eight or ten tickets a week for its 
use,”’ he explained. ‘‘ They can’t use all the 
tickets and may dispose of them to brokers. 
We can't prevent that. If they went into 
court they could compel us to recognize their 
right to dispose of them.® 

Mr. Kingsbury’s statement, uttered in a 
low tone to a few members of the committee, 
is said to have been that theaters sometimes 
place tickets in hotels, deriving a small pre- 
mium from their sale, although not tolerating 
speculation. 


Suggest High License. 

Will J. Davis Jr. admitted the existence of 
scalping, but said it was more embarrassing 
than profitable to the theaters. Ald. Nolan 
then suggested a high license for such bro- 
kers. U. J. Herman of the Cort theater 
brought the discussion back to house licenses 
and the question of scalping was lost after 
several aldermen had remarked that it would 


be taken up later. 

Two motions, one to make the first class 
license $1,000 and another to put it at $750, 
were lost, and then a motion to place it at 
$600 was carried. The question of the jess 
important houses then was taken up and the 
fees for the next grades were fixed at $350, 
$300, $250, and $200, the classes being ar- 
ranged by the, admission prices charged.

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POLICY HOLDERS ASK INQUIRY 


Uneasy Over Transfer of Cosmo- 
politan Life to Old Colony Co. 


APPEAL TO THE GOVERNOR. 


Want to Know What Has Become of 
$13,000 in Mortgages.

Policy: holders in the Cosmopolitan Life In- 
surance association of Freeport, which re- 
cently transferred its business to the Old 
Colony Life Insurante company, have form- 
ulated a request to Gov. Deneenm, the state 
insurance commission, and the state’s attor- 
ney of Stephenson county. to investigate the 
transfer. 

According to a story which emanated from 
Joliet last night, 300 Joliet policy holders 
believe there is a discrepancy of $13,000 in 
mortgages which were listed among the 
assets of the Cosmopolitan. Also they are 
displeased over the fact that, according to 
the terms of the transfer, they must pay 
premiums in the Old Colony on the basis of 
‘** attained age,”’ instead of continuing the 
line of insurance for which they paid high 
premiums in the Cosmopolitan. 

One of the features of the Cosmopolitan 
was a ‘twenty year “ante-payment ”’ policy. 

Attorney D. R. Anderson of Joliet was ap- 
pointed to represent the policy holders in 
the investigation. 


Surrender of Its Charter. 


The Cosmopolitan company surrendered its 
charter Sept. 21. Its president was W. 
Krate of Freeport, who organized the 
Knights of the Globe, a fraternal order. The 
Knights of the Globe went into the Cosmo- 
politan. 

President John H. Morse of the Old Colony 
stated that all the assets of the Cosmopolitan; 
as far as he knew, were turned over to his 
company. 

* According to my information,” sald Mr. 
Morse, ‘‘rea! estate assets amounting to $59,- 
009.99 and mortgages for $70,000, making a 
total of $129,000.00, were turned over by the 
Cosmopolitan. The Nabilities were given as 
$87,084.72. I was away most of the time 
that the transfer was taking place, and I 
know nothing about any $13,000 in mortgages 
being missing. 


Trouble in Wisconsin. 

“The Cosmopolitan claimed $17,000,000 of 
insurance and had 10,000 or 12,000 policy 
holders in Wisconsin, lllinois, and some oth- 
er states. It had no reserve or provision for 
a reserve. The Wisconsin insurance authori- 
ties forced it to give up its charter. The 
Illinois authorities gave it the choice of 
making a reserve, going into a receivership, 
or reinsuring. A proposition to reinsure with 
the Old Conony was accepted. 

“All the Cosmopolitan policy holders get 
from the Old Colony is reinsurance without 
medical examination, but at the attained 
age.’”’

Board Power of a Czar. 
TELIS OF CHICAGO. FIGHT. 


Declares at Moline He Will Follow

Mince eat Il}., Oct. 29.—[Special. ]—State's At- 
mn ®y ‘Wayman of Cook county assailed the 
iinois indeterminate sentence law here to- 
night in his speech before a gathering. of 300 
Rock Isiang county professional men and 
manufacturers. He pointed out the faults 
which he finds in this act and said he Is in 
the fray .to see that it Is repealed by the next 
legislature. : 

Pointing out that the president, congress, 
and juries in the United 
States have no arbitrary power, the speaker 
said that only in the Illinois parole board can 
urbitrary.power be found. 

‘" When. you visit the Joliet prison and sée 
the parole board, you see a czar that should 
have no place on American soil,’’ he said. 
‘ Give the juries back their prestine power. 

‘ The parole law gives the prisoner the idea 
that the punishment of his crime depends on 
his political influence,” said Mr. Wayman. 

“I think that the attorneys of Illinois 
should be able to frame a repealing law 
which would be favored by the legislature 
and also escape the gubernatorial veto. 
There was a time when juries were allowed 
to fix the time of sentence, These juries, who 
hear the evidence, are not infallible, yet how 
about the ‘ ministerial’ board at the prison 
that has heard nothing? ”’ 


Cites Delay in One Case. 


Mr. Wayman had with him official! docu- 
ments from the Joliet penitentiary,"and from 
one of these he read the warden’s ticket’to a 


prisoner notifying him that hie “‘ case had 


been continued” by the parole board from 
1906 to 1918. 

“They call it continuing a case,’ said the 
speaker. “This man’s case is continued 
without a word of sworn testimony being 
heard. The act is not predicated on the 
verdict of any jury. Yet, the man isin prison 
for seven years, and he knows not how long 
after that time. 

**Call it what you want to, I call it a sen- 
tence. And it is a sentence which is simply 
imposed according to the acts of three men 
who know nothing about the case. Thestate 
of Illinois is too big to treat its criminals like 
that. 

“Your law ‘says the jury cannot state the 
time of a man’s sentence inthe prison. Yet, 
it allows a jury to pronounce a death sen- 
tence. e 

“The history of the parole law is that the 
men who have influence do get out, while the 
other fellow staysin. A man in prison should 
have a determinate sentence. He should see 
a date before him.’’ 

Talks of Law Enforcement. 

Before taking up his subject, the speaker 
said in part: 

‘*TiHnois has not yet quite gone to the bad. 
Chitago does not belogzg to I)linois, or ikinois 
to Chicago. The enforcement of the law in 
Chicago means an example to every city in 
the state. A corrupt government in Cook 
county: means peril to every city in the state. 

“There are orimes of murder, highway 
robbery, and the like, but I think the two 
greatest crimes committed on American soil 
are those of escaping jury duty and of dodg- 
ing taxes. 

‘* Men if called to serve on juries will lie in 
order. to escape doing their duty. I favor 
the designing of a button on the loyal legion 
design. These buttons should be given by 
the legislature and should be worn only by 
those who have served their state as jurymen. 
Jury servers in this day deserve marks of 
distinction. 

‘* Murder can be committed and the repub- 
lic will live. But there can be no fooling with 
the jury box and the government live. I pro- 
pose to do all I can in Cook county to-see 
that the man who lays his hand on the jury 
box gets just punishment. For a week now 
we have worked in Chicago and have no jury 
in a case ready fortrial Yet $500 has been 


spent. 
Will Back His Opinions. 

“Some pereons can start a thing and see 
their way clear. I have started seveial 
things and do not see my way clear. But 
let me say that wherever my way leads that 
is where I am going. 

“Tt has been proved that the corporate 
conscience is inferior to the individual con- 
acience. I do not see any difference, how- 
ever, between a public and a private thief. 

‘* Juries should have the common law pow- 
ers restored to them. I favor the restoraticn 


| of this common law in Illinois.” 


O’CONNOR SAYS THAT IRELAND 
iS ALMOST FREE LAND AGAIN. 


After Five Centuries of Oppression 
Fight Has Been Won in the Last 


Thirty Years. 


Orange, N. J., Oct. 29.—[Specia].]—With the 
declaration that Ireland already has won 
back nine-tenths of her freedom, T. P. O’Con- 
nor stirred up extreme enthusiasm among 
hundreds of Irish-American citizens who at- 
tended the meeting in Columbus hall to- 
night. Besides giving a detailed account of 
the long struggle of the Irish people, Mr. 
O’Connor declared that after five centuries 
of oppression the fight had been won in the 
last thirty years. 

‘‘In ten or fifteen years there probably 
will not.be a landlord in Ireland,” the speak- 
er declared. ‘“‘ Every sod, with slight excep- 
tion, will belong to the people of Ireland. In 
1879 landlordism still was ruling; landbord- 
ism could starve and evict the oppressed 
people. Now, today, landlordism is dead, 
and the Irish party hae killed it. 

‘The landlord wae not only. the ruler of 
the soil but he was the ruler of the country. 
He regulated aJl the courts. That’s not the 
case today. If we haven't got home rule in 
the national sense we have it in the local 
sense. -Phe grand jury has disappeared and 
the county council governs, 

“we have accomplished nine-tenths of the 
wark and now we have started to accomplish 
the ‘other tenth. And my opinion is that the 
time is not far distant when that tenth part 
will be accomplished. Home rule may come 
from one party or from the other; we'll force 
it from one party or the other. But we must 
have the support of you people here in the 


United States.”

And I 
could sing then. I had learned to sing from 
God's own choir. I listened to the nightin- 
gale, the thrush. and the skylark as I slept 
in the open and they sang the wonderful 
music of the woods and meadows into my 
heart. 

“In those days the only way I could tell 
men of Christ was to sing him to thea. 
And I did. Then when tears filled the eyes 
of women and children I grew frightened 
and ran away. 

“Some prayers are not for words. Some 
that I know of are locked in the silvery cell 
of a tear drop. Angels catch these on their 
fleecy wings and they bear the treasure cas- 
ket to heaven, where it is opened in the pres- 
ence of God.”

THE THREATENED SPLIT IN THE 
REPUBLICAN PARTY. 

The eituation within the ranks of the 
Republican party outlined by Mr. 
O’Laughlin after his tour of investiga- 
tion through the so-called insurgent stares 
and the states in which there are in- 
surgents in the minority has been con- 
firmed by dispatches from Tur Trup- 
UN®’s correspondents in the great water- 
way fleet. 

/ It appears that the senators and mem- 
bers of congress who voted against the 
Aldrich law and the representatives who 
were opposed to the rules of the house 
are justified in their belief that there 
will be an addition to the number of in- 
surgents at the next congressional ele-- 
tions. 

It is quite clear, too, that a consider- 
able number of those who voted for the 
Aldrich law, who supported the speaker 
in~his campaign for reélection by the 
house, and for the so-called “ compr)- 
mise” rules have found that the sym- 
pathy of many of their constituents is 
with the insurgents. They say that in 
order to’ be returned to congress. they 
believe that the speaker—and thereby 
the methods of legislation with which his 
name is associated—must be eliminated 
as an issue. 

The information given Tue TRIBUNE'S 
correspondents is that already 
forty members of the house who voted 
for the Aldrich law have agreed to act 
independently of the insurgents in ask- 
ing Mr. Cannon to retire and in select- 
ing his successor. 

It is said, and with considerable evi- 
dence to justify the statement, that the 
speaker has laid down hig course and is 
determined to follow it even though it 
appear that he is getting farther away 


not only from the rank and file of *the 


party but from the men who have hith- 
erto stood by him from motives of per 
sonal loyalty, public policy, or political

The speaker is an able and ccoprageous 
man, long experienced in the pubiie serv- 
ice and but recently released from the 
submission of his own opinion to that of 
the ablest politician of his era, Theodore 
Roosevelt. His differences with Presi- 
deit Taft over Mr. Littauer’s glove 
schedule strained their relations to the 
breaking point, and more recently he has 
avowed his disapproval of the president's 
plan to issue bonds for deep waterway 
improvement. . 

It may be true, then, that Mr. Cannon, 
like many another man here and abroad, 
is to end a long career by pursuing his 
course irrespective of his party. 

The president has a long program of 
legislation, the major part of which Tue 
Trisune heartily indorses. It. may be 
that the enactment of this legisiativa 
will alter the political situation, but im 
the meantime it cannot be said with too 
much emphasis that Reptblicans of all 
sorts must face the situation within the 
party with courage equal to their dis- 
cretion if they are to elect a majority 
of the next house. 


FREIGHT RATES AND WATERWAYS. 

The shippers of the United States can- 
not rid themselves entirely of the impreés- 
sion that the railroads contemplate a gen- 
eral advance in freight rates in the near 
future. That which put it in their heads 
was the publication and wide distribativu 
by the roads of a pamphlet setting forth 
the greatly increased cost of operation— 
the higher wages and the rise in the price 
of supplies of nearly all kinds. The ship- 
pers jumped at the conclusidn that this 
was méant to justify aw impending ad- 
vance in rates. The positive assurances 
of the president of the Pennsylvania road 
that nothing of the kind was contem- 
plated did not banish their fears. 

The president ofthe New York Cen- 
tral says the pamphlet was merely edu- 
cational, but that any material change in 
present conditions, such as a general en- 
forced increase in wages, cost of material, 
or taxation would be likely to make a 
moderate increase ‘in rates necessary if 
the roads were to continue to give rea- 
gonable serviee and earn a moderate re- 
turn. It is a fair presumption that 
wages, which make up so large a part of 
the cost of operation, will continue to go 
up. So, in the act far distant future, the 
roads may be found insisting as a matter 
of justice that they be permitted to put 
up their rates. 

The shippers of the country, bearing 
thie in mind, ought to take a greater in 
terest than they do in the development of 
the inland waterways, so that they may 
get for many of their commodities ‘much 
cheaper transportation rates. There is no

TOO MUCH PROTESTING. 

It is not now the case of a lady who 
“doth protest too much,” but of the 
smoke inspector. During the last twelve 
months there have been reported to him 
135 violations of the smoke ordinance by 
engines of the Burlington road. In two 
cases he ordered suit to be begun. In 
133 he sent. protests, which do not seem 
to have had any effect, because day be 
fore yesterday a number of the Burling- 
ton engines were smoking most vilely. 

Every public servant should be polite, 
but he should not overdo it. There is 
such a thing as being too amiable. Thus 
the smoke inspector wrote last June to 
the road protesting against the misbe- 
hevior of one of its engines and saying: 
‘‘Kindly let me know what explanation 
you have to offer after’ investigating 
this.* For all any one knows to the 
contrary, the road is still investigating. 
It is willing to do that to oblige the 
smoke. inspector. 

There should be fewer protests and 
more prosecutions. Instead of asking a 
road to investigate its violations of the 
smoke ordinance they should be investi- 
gated by a judge who can impose what- 
ever fine seems called for. 


UP TO CONGRESS. 

Secretary Ballinger says he has made 
every effort by temporary withdrawals 
to segregate existing water power sites 
on the public domain “in order to ema- 
ble congress to legislate for their more 
prudent disposition.” 

Now let us have that legislation at the 
coming session of congress. The execu- 
tive department of the government is 
doing its part by holding up the power 
sites until the legislative department shall 
have acted. A _ persistent refusal by it 
to do so would block the policy of the 
conservation of natura] resources on the 
public domain as far as those sites are 


So it is to congress that all who are 
interested in the matter should address 
themselves. There will be recommenda- 
tions by the secretary of the interior 
which doubtless will be indorsed by the 
president. They should be backed up by 
the concerted, direct efforts of all who 
have been protesting against the unre- 
served alienation of water power sites, 


MR. DICKINSON’S MEDAL.

ADY CARDIGAN’sS extraordinary volume of 
“Recollections,” just published {! London, 
rightly has been described there as “The De- 
classée’s Revenge,” and if I call attention there- 
to, it is because it serves to emphasize the fact 
that the picture which she draws of English society 
is as the latter is seen from the outside instead of 
within its portals. The fact that Lady Cardigan hap- 
pens to be an ex-peeress of the realm—she forfeited 
her status as a peeeress when she contracted her sec~- 
ond marriage, with the Portuguese Count De Lan- 
wastre—has caused most of the English reviewers, 
and also those in this country, to refer to her por- 
traiture of the great world in the united kingdom as 
unvarnished truth since it had been written by one 
of its members. . This is a mistake. Lady Cardigan 
was & declassée, boycotted by English society, even 
long before her first marriage, when a8 a young girl 
she was living openly with Lord Cardigan whilst his 
first wife was still alive. Even her easy going and 
reprobate old father (concerning whose possession of 
the name of De Horsey there always has been a con- 
siderable amount of question) would not tolerate her 
conduct and turned her out of his house, while Queen 
Victoria throughout her reign absolutely refused to 
have anything to do with her or to permit her to cross 
the threshold of her court. 


That is to say, neither as Lady Cardigan nor as 
countess of Lancastre, has the author of the unsavory 
“Recollections” ever been presented either at the 
court of St. James or at that of any other country. 
Herice her knowledge of court life is given as seen 
from the outside. It is the same with society. For the 
latter followed the example of Queen Victoria and 
closed its doors to her in the most rigorous fashion. 


And now she has taken her revenge by accusing 
the women who boycotted her, such as, for instance, 


had hosts of illegitimate children, these belng among 
the least of the totally unfounded charges which she 
has brought against a number of well known leaders 
of society now dead and gone, with the idea of getting 
even with them for the treatment to which they sub- 
jected her.

Every reader of Thackeray’s works will be inter- 
ested to learn that his son-in-law, Sir Richmond Thack- 
eray Ritchie, just has been appointed permanent under 
secretary of state for India, a post which makes him 
the permanent chief of the great department at White- 
hall from where the Indian empire is governed through 
the viceroy and his council. : 

Sir Richmond is particularly well qualified for the 
task. For, like his father-in-law, the novelist, he was 
born in India as the son of a distinguished Indian 
civil servant, his father, William Ritchie, having been 
a member of the viceregal coumcil at Calcutta. In 
fact, both the Ritchies and the Thackerays are among 
those old Anglo-Indian families which for genera- 
tions have furnished the English civil service in India 
with its ablest administrators, and many of which 
have intermarried with one another, Sir Richmond 
Ritchie being not only a son-in-law but also a nephew 
and a godson of the novelist, who was at his best 
when portraying Anglo-Indian types, such as old Col. 
Newcome, in “The Newcomes.” 

Sir Richmond was educated at Eton and at Trinity 
college, Cambridge, received his training as private 
secretary to several of the se«retaries of state for 
India, and for the last seven years has been the chief 
of the political and secret service; perhaps the most 
important of all the divisions of his department, and 
at any rate the one which requires the largest amount 
of tact, penetration and extensive knowledge of people 
and conditions in India on the part of its adminis- 
trator. " 

Lady Ritchie has achieved some distinction herself 
as an authoress, and besides having edited an edition 
of the works of her father has produced “Old Ken- 
sington,” “The Story of Elizabeth,” “The Black Stick 
Papers,” “The Village on the Cliff,” etc.

Emperor William's recent visit to Munich, for the 
opening of the new Schack galleries, serves to recall 
an extremely politic act of generosity on his part. 

Some fifteen years ago there died in Rome old 
Count Adolf Schack, who had devoted his entire life 
and much of his great wealth to the formation of an 
absolutely unique collection of paintings, the greater 
part of which were preserved in his palace in Munich, 
which on certain days of the week was free to the 
public. Time and again he had enlarged his palace 
in the Briennerstrasse in order to make room for new 
pictures, until at length the Schack ktollection became 
one of the glories of Munich and one of the features 
on which that city based its claim to constitute the 
principal art center of Germany. Indeed, it was re- 
garded as on a par with the royal galleries, known 
as the Pinakothek, and Munich without its Schack 
galleries was to a citizen as inconceivable as a Munich 
without its Pinakothek. 

When the old count died at Rome, entirely blind 
and unable therefore to derive any satisfaction from 
those art treasures to the collection of which he had 
devoted his lifetime, it was found that instead of hav- 
ing bequeathed his beloved paintings to his native 
city of Munich, as had been confidently expected, he 
had left them to Emperor William personally. His 
motives for this, as shown in his will, were admira- 
tion for the kaiser, and likewise resentment against 
Munich, arising from some municipal legislation to 
which he had taken exception. 

Of course, the Bavarians, who up to that time had 
shown a pronounced hostility to Emperor William, at 
once took it for granted that he would immediately re- 
move the pictures to Berlin. But these fears were not 
realized. Greatly as William, as an art lover, must 
have coveted the Schack collection for Berlin, which 
it is his cherished object to make the capital of the 
empire in every sense of the word, he left Munich In 
possession of its treasures, ‘presenting the entire col- 
lection as it stood to the city. Nay, he did more; he 
purchased from Count Adolf Schack’s brother and 
heir, Count Rudolf Schack, the palace at Munich in 
which the collection had grown together and gave the 
building to the city on the understanding that the 
paintings were to remain permanently within its walls. 
Moreover, when a few years ago it was brought to his 
notice that the collection was not seen to advantage 
in the palace of the Briennerstrasse and that the 
building was exposed to the danger of fire he caused 
the erection of a more suitable building in Prince 
Regent street, in the immediate vicinity of the na- 
tional museum, and there the pictures are shown in 
about two dozen large galleries, which are models of 
treir kind and give a totally different idea of the 
pictures, which literally cover all the walla These 
new gallerier are a present of the kaiser to the city 
of Munich. 

Count Schack, when I saw him last as a gray 
haired, noble looking old man, was wont to gaze in a 
manner that was pathetic at his treasures, as if real- 
izing that it would not be long before they would 
become invisible to his gradually failing eyes. Curi- 
ously enough, it was not as a collector of pictures 
that he wished to be remembered. He had set his heart 
on literary fame. This was denied him, although he 
left several works of considerable originality and 
power, and the absemcé of recognition in this respect 
left him a little bitter. , 

In his youth he had traveled widely and had been 
the intimate friend of the great Italian conspirator 
Mazzini and had known almost all the remarkable 
men of his day. His memoirs, which should prove 
interesting reading, still await publication, and I may 
add that he died pen in hand with an unfinished poem 
before him.

FURTHER WARTIME 
RECOLLECTIONS. 


Lady of the South Tells of What 
Happened to Her and Others in 
Those Parlous Times. 


T is from such books as Mrs. Roger A. 
Pryor’s “MY DAY” [Macmillan] that 
the future historian will get some of his 
best material. Mrs. Pryor was brought 
up among men who were making history 

and making it pretty fast in the days of 
the civil war. She hes already given us her 
recollections of the period immediately cov~- 
ered by the civil war, but in this book, which 
is more an autobiography than was thé 
ether, she tells us of the south in her child- 
hood days, of her early friends, of her edu- 
eation. It is a charming picture of the old 
gouth, the south that no longer exists, but 
which is celebrated in song and story. 

All of Mrs. Pryor’s book is not devoted to 
her childhood.” A large part of it is given 
to the story of her domestic struggles dur- 

ing the war and to the story of her hus- 
‘band’s fight for bread when he came to New 
York to establish himself after the war. 
He was already a man with a family and 
yet he had to begin at the very bottom and 
that with a strong prejudice against him 
as a conspicuous rebel. The story of his 
fight against terrific odds is an inspiring 
one. To those who know of his position in 
New: York today it is hard to believe that 
when he first came to that city he was looked 
et askance and attacked in the newspapers 
@s an unreconstructed rebel. 
In Mrs. Pryor’s early youth the south was 
famous for its hospitality. There were no 
“week end” visits. Visiting was an hon- 
ored institution and guests not only came 
_ but they staid. There was no time limit 
as in these hustling days. They took their 
reading quietly in the fifties, too. Books were 
not issued by the thousand every year. The 
publication of a new book by a favorite au- 
thor was an event. “‘ On every center table, 
along with an astra! lamp, lay a sumptuous 
volume in cream and gold. This was the 
'@legant annual ‘ Friendship’s Offering,’ con- 
taining the much admired poems of one Al- 
fred Tennyson, collaborating with his brother 
Charles. Miss Martineau was much dis- 
cussed and was distinctly unpopular.” 
. There was no circulating library in Char- 
‘ Jottesville;. the mails were the distributers 
ef current literature: 

We saw Graham’s Magazine from Philadelphia, 
the Home Journal from New York, the Southern 
Literary Messenger from Richmond Dickens’ 
movele reached us from London, issued then in 
monthly sections, and we impatiently awaited 
them. ‘‘ O, Sara, have you been introduced to Mr.

That she was straight as 
a string Mr. Dyson firmly. believes. If she 
was, and we must believe it, for the most to 
be relied upon historians tells us so, she is 
worthy of canonization. To have been sur- 
rounded by one of the most depraved courts 
that Hurope ever has seen, and to have been 
the wife of Louis. XIV, the most depraved 
king that ever sat.upon thethrone of France, 
and to have come through it all a good 
woman, is little short of a miracle. M. La- 
valle, who. dévoted fifteen years of his life 
to the study of all the documents bearing 
upon the life of this fascipating woman, has 
completely vindicated her memory, and we 
snap our fingers and bite our thumbs at the 
malignant St. Simon. Mr. Dyson has studied 
every authority upon the subject, in and out 
of the archives of French history, and he is 
one with M. Lavalie in his estimate of the 
goodness and nobility of her character. 
When we are told that more than 4,000 letters 
written by Mme. de Maintenon have been 
preserved we can appreciate the extent of Mr. 


Dyson's work, 
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We must congratulate Mr. Rutgers 
Bleecker Jewett, the manager of the John 
ITane company, on having secured for his 
firm the American publication of the works 
of the foremost living English novelist, with 
the one exception of Thomas Hardy. Of 
course I mean Eden Phillpotts. Mr. Phill- 
potts has. not yet reached the popularity that 
he deserves and that he will have ultimately, 
but he still has a large following and those 
who know ave sure that he isa big man. It 
has been complained sometimes, even by his 
admirers, that he writes too much, but if the 
number of his books in no wise detracts from 
their quality, who should find fault?

In “ THE HAVEN,” the novel which will 
inaugurate the Lane arrangement, Mr. Paill- 
potts leaves for the time being the Dartmoor 
country and lays the scene of his story on 
the waten His descriptions pf the sea and 
his characterization of the fisher folks are 
just as picturesque; just as true to life, the 
latter’ just as full of humorous philosophy as 
in the Dartmoor tales. Phillpotts is one of 
the great novelists and people will find this 
out before long.

“DUTCH NEW YORK” (Dodd, Mead & 
Co.), and again proves the author's diligence 
as a seeker for information in out of the way 
places and her skill in giving life to incidents 
and facts which, without her humor and 
ability, might easily become the items in a 
long catalogue of what constituted the cus- 
toms and manner of life of the Dutch in this 
country in the seventeenth century. The 
preface iteelf ip a valuable resumé of the 
conditions of the time, succinct in its infor- 
mation and graphic in ite details. In it she 
says: 
“ The writer who tries to reconstitute the 
life of the original Dutch settlers in New 
York is seriously handicapped by the almost 
ineradicable impression left in the mind of 
the casual reader by the brilliant author of 
‘ Knickerbocker’s History of New York,’ who 
belabored the Dutch governors and their 
charges with a bludgeon of rididule. ' 
I hope the perusal] of these pages wil! satisfy 
the candid reader that so far from the aver- 
age Dutchman in New York ng an un- 
civilized boor, he compared favorably,.in all 
that civilization means, with the contem- 
porary middie classes, of England, France, 
or any other European country. The Duich- 
man here was a transplanted Dutchman, 
Pure and simple. He did nét ‘come into a 
foreign community like an immigrant of the 
present day and have to adjust himself to 
alien speech and customs; he was trans- 
Planted with his family to a tract of land on 
the edge of a great waterway, where he could 
dig his canals and live under physical con- 
ditions which did not differ materially from 
those he had left.” 

There are-fourteen chapters to the book 
which deal with every phase of the Duttch- 
man's life of the period, both within doors 
and without, telling of the gardens and 
streets, and the furniture that adorned the 
homes of the rich burghers and the costumes 
with which they bedecked themselves and 
their wives and daughters. There is also 
account of their business methods and the 
sports with which they celebrated the many 
holidays included in their calendar. For 
much of her material the author has had 
recourse to old wills, inventories, court rec- 
ords, diaries. letters, and documenta! colonia] 
history., The little bits gathered from these 
and other sources have been put upon the 
pages, and there have gained @ life and 
meaning due to her powers alone. The book 
is supplied generously with illustrations. 
and leaves nothing to be desired in the way 
of typography. In fact, but few books pos- 
sess the inherent interest of this one, and 
historical truth is closely vouched for. 
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The late W. EB. H. Lecky was a most for- 
tunate man. Fortunate in his life and for- 
tunate in his biographer after death. He was 
born of well to do parents and did not have 
to work for his living. He chose to be an 
historian because the study and writing of 
history pleased him. At the age of 30 he 
had written two books that established his 
reputation. While collecting material for his 
history of England he met the lady who be- 
came his wife and is now his biographer. She 
came to London as maid of honor to the queen 
of the Netherlands anf it was while there 
that he became acquainted with her. Mrs. 
Lecky is the author of the “ MEMOIR” of 
her husband (Longmans) and s%e is to be 
congratulated upon the great tasteand judg- 
ment shown in her work. 

After traveling about, In Italy and else- 
where on the continent, Lecky settled down 
in Onslow square and led an ideal life fora 
man of letters. He knew everybody that he 
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cared to know and he made friends even with 
those to whom he was diametrically opposed 
in politics. Justin McCarthy, for example, 
who was an ardent home ruler, while Lecky, 
who was an Irish landlord, took a very differ- 


} ent view of the subject. 


The only thing that happened to him that 
he really did not care for was his election 
to._parliament. As an M. P, he cut little or 
no figure, and yet he was a man of decided 
views, which in other places he was not 
averse to expressing. 


Lecky was very. fond of entertaining his 
friends in Onslow square, among them Mr. 
Huxley, who, he writes imone of his journals, 
‘is very strongly of the opinion that men are 
greatly superior to women, not only intellec- 
tually, but also morally and in point of 
beauty!’ It is a wonder that Mrs. Lecky 
could get so much into one ordinary sized 
volume. She has packed it tight with good 
things, and any One who falls to read it misses 
some very interesting and illuminating read- 


ing. 
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“THE RIGHT TO BELIEVE,” by Eleanor 
Harris Rowland, instructor in Philosophy 
and Psychology in Mount Holyoke college. 
(Houghton-Mifflin Co.). Itis significant of the 
time, that psychology is getting to be ome 
of e popular studies in all the colleges 
for women as for men. What we ourselves 
are is held to be as proper a subject of study 
as the chemical and vital properties of mat- 
ter. At any rate in the college founded by 
that great pioneer in .woman’s education, 
Mary Lyon, it is but natural that the pro- 
foundest themes of study should find wel- 
come. The title of Prof. Rowland’s book, 
“The Right to Believe,’ is a striking one. 
There are some who expend the emphasis 
of their teaching on the need of-questioning 
and the right todoubt. In this case, the right 
to doubt is not questioned, but is taken for 
granted; at the same time the emphasis ig 
put on the right to belHeve. There are facts 
or propositions of the utmost moment to 
every human being, which, if we can never 
‘* prove ’ them, neither can they be disproved. 
Whether the “ will to believe” remains or 
not, the “ right to believe does. Nor will 
the honest doubter be ashamed to end in the 
assertion of his right to belleve. This dis- 
cussion by Prof. Rowland, with its clear 
statements and illustrations, as those con- 
nected with the existence of God, the person 
of Christ, the problem of evil, the reality 
and value of prayer, is wholesome and highly 


suggestive. 


“THE PSYCHOLOGY OF PRAYER.” By 
Anna Louise Strong. (The University of 
Chicago Press.) Miss Strong is a gifted 
young woman with an ambition; not the 
fancy of appending the,‘ Ph. D.”’ to her fam- 
ity name, but the persisting impulse to gain 
from the college and whatever other schools 
the certainty of information, the widened 
vision, the disciplined habit of seeing clear 
and thinking straight and fair, whatever the 
question in hand that may chance to be of 
deepest concernment. If for the time, in the 
elaboration of her ideas, she should be in 
some danger of falling into the only too easy 
habit of expressing herself along the lines 
of the scholastic cant of the time, such, for 
instance, as the university professors more 
or less unconsciously affect, it would not be 


strange. 

“The Psychology of Prayer” is the title 
given to this little book; and perhaps that is 
as good as any for her purpose. This pur- 
pose is to show the reasonableness of prayer 
in the light of the fact that, as she expresses 
it, ‘‘man begins as a social being,” and 
prayer is a mostnatural outcome of this fact. 
First and last it has to do with the world of 
personal relations, Whatever one may think 


‘as to the question ‘“‘ why we should pray,”’ it 


is a like pertinent question, as Prof. William 
James suggested some twenty years ago, 
‘‘why we do pray.”” What if something in 
the verv nature of the human self, inevitably 
social in its make and natural relations, 
should make of true prayer a vita) part of its 
fittest activity. Miss Strong’s vigorous elab- 
oration of this thought has decided rit 
and gvill be found worthy of particular at- 
tention.

HE boys who last year left “On 
Tower Island” in great suspense as 
to the fate of some of the men and 
boys with whom they had been 
acquainted, as to the meaning of the 
two cipher letters. and as to the where- 
abouts of the treasure which was su 
to be hidden on the island, may now have all 
these queries answered in Earl Cabot Me- 
Allister’s “AN ISLAND SECRET” (Dana 
Estes & (o.). Like fts predecessor, this is a 
book of exciting adventures, beginning with 
the search for the second cipher letter. This 
is known to be in the possession ofa des- 
perate man, who, having been discovered, 
gives the boys,a hot chase for what they 
want. Of course, much of the narrative is 
occupied with excursions of this character, 
one flight but opening the way for another, 
but they are well planned and carefully 
executed, and are provided with an interest 
that will surely stimulate the youthful read- 
er to hasten on toward:the end. Little 
serious work may be accomplished while the 
boy is in the course of the story, but the nar- 
rative has many other things to recommend 
it and nothing to condemn it, from the point 
of view of parents. 
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One of Hollis Godfrey's ‘“‘ Young Captains 
of Industry " series is ‘“‘ FOR THE NORTON 
NAME ” (Little, Brown & Co.) the story of 
how young Norton, through the death of his 
father, the head of the glass manufactory 
which his family had conducted for two gen- 
erations, makes the business pay despite the 
underhand actions of the trusts, who are de- 
termined to put him out of business. He 
meets them with determination, decides 
there is a puzzle to be solved, and in finding 
the solution wins the success and continues 
the business to which his father and grand- 
father had devoted their energies. To be 
sure, young Norton has somewhat of the 
aspect of a modern Hercules, he has the 
ready wit for every occasion, and never 
acknowledges himself beaten, and the inci- 
dents through which he passes have the ap- 
pearance of a stirring tale of adventure, but 
it ig a good story nevertheless. The char- 
acteristics that distinguish the hero are 
manly and emulable and many a man has 
conquered obstacles greater than those 
which he encountered.

It is 
nevertheless a pleasantly written volume.

E. Temple Thurston has written another 
book with the attractive title “THE GITY 
OF BEAUTIFUL NONSENSE” (Dodd, 
Mead & Co.),. in which are united the ro- 
mance of youth and the romance of age—the 
love story of a young man, an artist, and a 
young girl; the same story of youth and 
sunshine that so many writers have vied to

Kensington gardens is the scene of youth— 
there the man and woman meet and learn the 
secrets of one another's heart; Venice is the 
ecene of age—there the artist-father has 
opened the store for the disposal of the 
cherished treasures collected through a life- 
time. In this tatter city the two stories are 
brought to a focus and then from there the 
lives of the two couples diverge. 

Written ina lighter vein than the author's 
previous book, endowed with a gracefulness 
that but few novels possess, the reader of 
“THE Crry OF BEAUTIFUL NONSENSE” 
comes under its spell. The truth of fiction 
seems more tangible than the truth of every- 
day life, and the beauty of love, of youth, and 
advanced age more to te marveled at than 
the achievements of workers.

and the more pleasurable to find the book not 
only absorbing but powerful. 

Its depth is not obtrusive, for as this isa 
novel of English society, it is but fitting 
that the writer's keen insight and adept work- 
manship should be masked in vivacity and 
glamour. 

But the epigrammatic conversation, the 
light yet telling character strokes, the fear- 
lessness of attack in forcing these men and 
women to the wall, as it were, and unmasking 
them; the courage to look upon naked truth 
even though it were protected by the most 
sacred convention—all these are there to 
stamp each page with the hallmark of power. 

Wisdom first and facile expression second 
have gone into the making of thie story of tne 
Graftona—of Morice Grafton, the handsome, 
‘dissipated father, of' his wife, the pious but 
unlovable exemplar of virtue, and Moira, her 
true daughter; of Ghita, her father’s true 
child on whoge beautiful shoulders devolwes 
the responsibility of saving the family from 
ruin by a fortunate marriage. 

There is caustic in the ink and the writer's 
pen ig tipped with a barb—not the sort of 
a book that is going to make the reader fee] 
better or kindlier, but rather the sort to 
call the attention to the writer and set one to 
watching for her next book—for there is no 
end of enjoyment in watching the demolition 
of pretty things by a sure shot—and when it is 
done to the tune of a first-rate story, in a 
way that sets one to mumbling the word 
“ genius,” who shall say that it is not worth

‘“*CARLOTTA’S INTENDED” (Harpers) 
is a reprint of a story by Ruth McEnery Stu- 
art which appeared some years ago. The 
book well deserves the pretty holiday dress 
in which it appears, not to mention its re- 
birth for, the benefit of the greater number 
of its readers who will never have seen or 
heard of it before. It isatale in which many 
different kinds of human nature find a place, 
all delineated with that sympathetic truth 
that makes them irresistible. Carlotta isthe 
beautiful daughter of some ItaHans, while 
her “ intended ” is an Irish shoemaker whom 
circumstances has made a member of the 
Italian family. Everything goes happily un- 
til Miss Carlotta grows into a beautiful wom- 
anhood and a rich lover proposes himself. 

Thereupon rise up complications which only 
one thoroughly conversant with Italian na- 
ture could imagine. It would not be fair to 
the author or to the subsequent enjoyment 
of the reader to rete more of a story that is 
narrated inimitably by Mrs. Stuart. [It is 
a book which may be sincerely recommended 
to those who are desirous of obtaining some- 
thing daintily garbed and yet not so immacu- 
late ase to preclude reading, and at the same 
time something that is of rea! value in itself, 
for ** Carlotta’s Intended ” is one of the vital 
pleces of writing that will long be remem- 


bered. 


A satiric humor pervades Wilson Vance’s 
“BIG JOHN BALDWIN ” (Henry Holt & 
Co.). It consists of extracts from the diary 
of an 6fficer in Cromwell's army, recording 
gome of his experiences at the court of 
Charlies I. and later at that of the lord pro- 
tector. John Baldwin, however, is a young 
gentleman with an exaggerated sense of his 
own importance and of -his seif-righteous- 
ness in the eyes of his Creator, one of the 
kind who takes a greater pleasure in explain- 
ing to others their spiritual shortcomings 
than in praying for grace for himself to 
withstand the attacks of the devil. Nearly 
every entry in his journal closes with some 
remark of this character: “ Note—Toesk for 
heavenly leading in this matter. If I am 
called to fight and drive this young cox- 
comb from the land I only ask to be led— 
the leading done, I will attend to the balance 
of the matter with all good will.”’ 

Of course. there is a humorous cast to 


| all this mummery about the state of a man's 
spiritual welfare, which drips 80 naturally 
from the tongue of “Big John” that it 
loses the hypocritical aspect, but ven so it 
ig too much to expect a young boy to be able 
to support all that tedium. And then, es if 
to aggravate matters, the story is narrated 
in that pompous style of the English diaries 
of that period. The heroine is too youthful 
really. to know her own mind, though old 
enough to enslave the burly fellow by her 
whimsicalities. Cromwell, of course, fig- 
ures in the story, but he is even more stiff 
necked than history has painted him. W>re 
the book condensed many times it would uf- 
ford better reading for today, the humor of 
a few of its pages could be relished, but not 
to the number of 400, and closely printed 
at that. 

Eliza Calvert Hall, whose “Aunt Jane 
of Kentucky” was euch an enjoyable col- 


tion of people who have never lived beyo 1c 
the close confines of the village in which 
they were born, has written another book of 
the same character, * THE LAND OF LONG 
AGO” (Little, Brown & Co.), in which Aunt 
Jane tells of occurrences of her girlhood 
or of people with whom her tenderest mem-~- 
orles are associated. The stories have not 
the same power that belonged to their prede- 
cessors, but they are interesting and of 
value in recording a phase of life that will 
soon be met with only in books of this sort. 
Aunt Jane has become older since she soltlo- 
quized over her qullt, some of the memories 
have lost the personal tinge in consequence, 
and her editor has had to give more atten- 
tion to the setting of the story, all of which 
detracts from the keenest enjoyment of ihe 
book, and yet it is one which oan be rarely 
enjoyed when a sympathetic reader takes 
it in hand and from its pages entertains 
those who are willing te listen. 
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Intrigue and adventure enliven the pages 
of Rupert L. Holland's book, ‘* THE MAN IN 
THE TOWER” (Lippincott) A young 
American in the diplomatic service at Paris, 
through his friendship for a brilliant young 
journalist, Danild Andrassy, loses his heart, 
runs a hundred chances of losing his life, but 
survives to tell the tale. Danild is a real 
prince—or thus he proves himself to be at 
last—the long missing prince of AxMenstein. 
whose throne has been held from him by a 
villainous uncle. 

The American, Henry Gallatin, takes an 
active part in the affairs of Altenstein and is 
instrumental in restoring to Danild his 
throne and a certain beautiful girl, who 
likewise proves to be a real princess. 

Daggers, dungeons, and towers—nothing is 
overlooked that could possibly add a whit 
of danger to the heroes or a thrill to the 
romantic reader. 


Mrs. Henry Dudeny has written a book, 
“ TRESPASS,” which Small, Maynard & Co. 
present to the public. The story is con- 
cerned with what has been called the eterna} 
triangle, involving two men and a woman. 
Stephen Fairmanner, a young innkeeper 
of the little English village of Penny Pot- 
tage, a man of ideals and inspired by a cer- 
tain romantic chivalry, is in love with Julia 
Wing. a girl of his native village, who has 
gone to London to learn the dressmaker's 
trade. While there she had had her eyes 
opened to the different kinds of people, and 
although she was-fully content to marry Ste- 
phen when she returned, it was simply be- 
cause a more presentable man, such as Heron 
proved to be, had not appeared upon her 
view. 

He was a Hterary man who did not scruple 

to use men and women as material for his 
prospective works. Julia, however, did not 
know this, was enticed by his gentleman's 
ways, thus putting to sore test her lové of 
her affanced. As Mrs. Dudeny hash por- 
trayed him, he possesses a large soul in a 
emall body, a man who loves thoughtlessly. 
without expecting his reason to justify his 
passion, and Julia, true to the better in- 
stincts of her sex, chooses him for her life’s 
partner. 
The author has distinct individuality fn the 
narration of her story; she has managed 
her characters in a most able manner, for she 
has a full comprehension of the springs that 
prompt man to action. Her sentences are 
succinct and frequently clothé reflections and 
human truths in language that is both brief 
and much to the point. 
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Putnam’s Sons have issued a new edition 
of Wilde’s “ DE PROFUNDIS ” with some 
umimportant additions which do not increase 


the value of the original book.

BUYING OF RAILWAY ISSUES. 


Favorable Statements of Railroad Earn- 
ings Ate Submitted. 


(NEW YORK TIMPS FINANCIAL LEADER.] 

NEW YORK, t. 20-—[ Special. ]—Renewal 
of the rise in stocks was facilitated today by 
the continued ease .of the money market. It 
has been feared the coincidence of financing 
the stock market requirements over two days 
—Friday’s loans carrying over until Monday 
always—and of the Nov. 1 disbursements, 
amounting to above $115,000,000, might pull 
the money market up shortly. 

Nothing of the sort happened. Accom- 
modation was forthcoming at better than! 4 
per cent during the greater part of the day, 
and every inducement therefore was offered 
the speculator to buy stocks for the turn. 
Such buying went on freely in Union Pacific, 
Atchison, Northern Pacitic, Reading, South- 
ern Pacific, among the railroads, and in 
United States Steel, American Smelting, Re- 
public Iron and Steel, and Amalgamated Cop- 
per in the industrial department. 


Rise in Copper a Factor. 

A further sharp rise in Amalgamated Cop- 
per appeared to be due, however, in large 
measure to the hasty covering of a consider- 
able short interest. No attempt at conceal- 
ment of the dull state of the copper trade 
has been made, and bearish operators have, 
theref@Te, .made it a practice to sell Amal- 
gamated Copper freely. Understanding that 
producers are arranging to work in greater 
harmony, evidences of some betterment in 
the metal market have been potent, Svith 
a little well directed assistance from profes- 
sional traders, in provoking the short cover- 
ing mentioned. The market.closed active and 
with prices at high levels. 

A number of excellent railroad statements 
for the month of September were submitted, 
Southern Pacific in particular noting a gain 
in gross earnings of above $1,050,000. The 
Union Pacific's gain for the same period was 
$685,000. Interesting also were regular 
weekly compilations of bank clearings at all 
the leading cities in the country, one sum-

CAR.NOW PROVED 


Milwaukee Officials Take Trip 
and Find No Objection- 
-able Vibration. 


ADOPTED BY C., M. & ST. P. 


Western Railroad Attorneys Puz- 
zled by New Commerce Com- 
mission Ruling. 


President A. J. Earling and a party of Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee and St. Paul officials have 
just completed a novel test and demonstrated 
the “easy riding” qualities of the all steel 
passenger car. Coaches built entirely of 
steel except for the interior finish are rap- 
idly supplanting the old wooden on®s for 
high class passenger service, and have been 
bought in large numbers by roads attracted 
by their fireprowf and practically indestructi- 
ble nature. : 

Criticism, however, is made by some rail- 
road men, who declare the all steel car is 
too rigid, and transmits the Vibration of 
the train to the passengers. 

The St. Paul has just received the first few 
of an order for the new type from the Pull- 
man company, and in order to be able to meet 
objections the test was arranged. 


Trip in New Cars. 

The party left Chicago in a special train of 
six cars, including four of the new Pullmans, 
and rode twenty-four hours under varying 
conditions of speed and track. From Chi- | 
cago they went to McGregor, la., and re- 
turned by way of Madison, Wis., and the 
Prairie du Chien division, taking in all the 
rough track that ceuld be found. No ob- 
_jectionable vibration was noticed, it is stated, 
and the verdict of the party was highly in 
favor of the steel car. 

After having puzzled over the new ruling

it in thetariffs. The ruling held that through 
rates could not legally be applied to grain 
milled in transit if it were manipulated in 
any way or unless the billing showed clearly 
the origin and character ef the shipment, - 
order to prevent manipulation.

REPORT ON RAILROADS SHOWS 
DECREASE IN THE ACCIDENTS. 


Year Which Ended June 30 Had 
Fewer Casualtiés than the Preced- 
ing Twelve Months. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 29.—A decrease in 
the number of casualties on American rai!- 
roeds for the year ended June 30, 1009. is 
sic wn by a report published today hy the 
interstate commerce commission. 

During the year 2. 791 persons were killed 
and 638,920 were injured on railroaJts, as 
egainst 8.764 killed and 68,969 injured during 
tre previous fiscal year. This wasa decresse 
of 973 killed and 5,069 injured. The report 
si.ows that the number of employés killed in 
coupling and uncoupling Cars and cnvines 
was 32 per cent less than during the fiscal 
year of 1908. 

The total number of persons killed aud in- 
jured during the three months ending June 
$0 last Was 15,895, or 588 killed and 15,207 in- 
jured, being a decrease of 3 in the total num- 
ber of persons killed and an increase oi 2,209 
injured, as compared with the number re- 
ported for the same period a year ago. 

The total number of collisions and derail- 
ments in the quarter was 2,100, or 817 col- 
lisions and 1,283 derailments, of which 100 
collisions and 172 derailments affected 
ressenger trains. 


MAN TORTURED AND DESERTED 
BURNS A BARN TO CALL HELP. 


Arrested on Charge of Arson, He Tells 
of Four Days’ Suffering as Result 
of Hazing. 


Cleveland, O., Oct. 2.—{Special.]—Mike 
Drakolicz, aged 23, lay for four days in a 
barn on the Corbett estate, near Randall, 
tortured with thirst and hunger, delirious 
with pain and fever, and unable to walk be- 
cause of branding by section hands. Last 
night to bring help he burned the barn. He 
was arrested for arson. 

When arraigned in court this afternoon he 
said members of his section gang cn the 
Erie drew a white hot poker time and again 
over his bare flesh. He had refused to pay 
for a drink in a “ speakeasy.”’ he says, and 
that enraged the men with him. Four held 
him naked on a bed, he says, while the fifth, 
Charlie, the foreman, held the poker to his 
body 

Charlie Schimik, the foreman, was arrested 
on a chargé of assault and battery. In the 
justice court Drakolicz, showing the effects 
of his experience, pleaded guilty to the charge 
of arson.

Shock in Northern California and South- 
ern Oregon Most Severe Ex- 
perienced in Years. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 29.—The earth- 
quake shock felt in northern California/and 
southern Oregon last night is reported from 
a number of places to have been more severe 
than any experienced in several years. The 
vibrations continued from ten to twenty-five 
seconds, according to observers in different 
towns. 

Windows were shattered, dishes broken, 
and small pieces of furniture moved, but so 
far as known the financial damage was nom- 
inal. Humboldt county appears to have been 
the center of tle seismic disturbance, but 
telegraph and telephone communicatiog is 
interrupted and only meager reports have 
been received. It does not appear, however, 
that the shock was of great violence. 

Among the cities and towns where the 
quake was felt are Redding, Red Bluff, Chico, 
McCloud, Weaverville, Dunsmuir, and Cres-. 
cent City, in California, and®Grant’s Pasa 
and Marshfield, Ore. It was not felt in San 
| Francisco, nor was it recorded at the local] 
weather bureau.
